DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings

and label 12 are pointing to the same, must be shown separately or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office Action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on ah international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1) t (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sato et 
al. (US Patent 6014680). 

Sato anticipated independent claim 1 and 9 by the following: 
"Structured documentation preparation ..." at Fig. 1, col. 8, lines 24-64; 
"Describing, into the document..." at col. 8, lines 24-64; 
"Validating one of the described ..." at col. 8, lines 24-64; 
"Preparing a structured document ..." at Fig. 5, col. 8, lines 24-64. 
As per claim 2, "A structured document preparation ..." at col. 9, lines 19-24.

As per claim 3, 4 and 10, "logical structure form layout and table form layout" at col. 15, 
lines 3-41 and col. 11, lines 44-55. 

Sato also anticipated claims 5-8 "structured document is a SGML document" at Fig. 1. 
and col. 8, lines 10-15. 

Finally, Sato anticipated claim 11-12, "A computer- readable recording ..." at col. 6, line 
65 to col. 7, line 35.
